ECHOES FROM THE CONVENTION 


The Time To Spend 

The U. F. A. convention on Wednesday 
approved a recommendation of the board 
of directors urging the Provincial Govern- 
ment to exercise the utmost economy in 
order to reduce taxation, and to arrange 
for the consolidation of tax arrears and 
their collection over a number of years. 

The latter part of the recommendation 
fs reasonable, and the course proposed is 
necessary. Farmers who had no crops, or 
who cannot sell their grain at a profitable 
price, cannot pay taxes, and they must not 
be sold out and turned adrift because they 
cannot pay at once. 

The other part is not reasonable, and 
the course suggested is not necessary. In 
times like these governments, federal and 
provincial, should continue to spend money 
at the'r usual rate, increasing their out- 
lays if they make anv chance. But they 
should not attempt to collect all they 
snend during the present year. Instead, 
they should deliberately bud7vet for defi- 
cits, keep down taxation, and borrow the 
shortare at the low rates now prevailing. 
Then when times imnrove thev can do 
their economizing. snend less than they 
collect. and nay off the loss. 

Only in that way can public spending 
be made to offset the ebb and flow of pri- 
vate snendine, and heln to maintain busi- 
ness and employment at the normal. 


Too Much Borrowing? 

Another resolution calls unon the Do- 
minion Government to set a maximum in- 
terest rate, and to impose nenalties mnon 


anv one charvine more than the fixed 
nereentave, Presumably the  nenalties 
would also fall unon any person who 


“bribed” another to lend him money by 
offerine more than the fixed rate? 

That micrht do rond in one way. No 
one would then be able to borrow unless 
he hod saticfactory security to offer. The 
fender would not lend on riskv security, 
sinee he conld not collect a bonnes for tak- 
ine the risk. The result would be that 
fewer neonle would vet into debt, many 
would not vo so far into debt, and there 
would be fewersannea's for a moratorium 
when conditions such as the present 
sween scross the country. 

If that is what the delevates had in 
mind they sre on the rivht road to bring 
't about. But if they had any notion 
thot a fired interest rate would enshle the 
™man with little security to obtain money 
at a lower price, they forvot some factors 
in the eauation, One is that the man who 
hos monev to invest does not have to lend 
it to another; and will not lend it unless 
the security is sood or-unless the interest 
rate is hieh enouch to induce him to take 
a chenre on vetting it back. 

A fixed interest rete would not nro- 
duce “easy” money. It would make bor- 
rowing impossible to many who can now 
borrow. 


“Noetionslized Credit.” 

It is to be honed the deleeates knew 
what thev were askine for when they de- 
manded the “nationalizetion of credit.” 
‘ut it mev be susnected they were no 
more certain of the precise meaning of 
the phrese than some others who use it 
frecnently. 

This convenient term has become a 
fixture in the vocabulary of the soap-hox 
economist. He uses it with such a wide 
variety of meanines that it has been de- 
prived of any specific sienif'cance. 

What is usually implied is that the 
wovernment should in some way make an 
arraneement by which money would be 
handed out to anvone who chose to come 
slone and ask for it, with minor considera- 
tion to the probabil'tv or imnrobahility 
that he would nay it back, and as little 
rerard to whet he might have to pledge as 
secrrity for it. 

That of course would be “easy pick- 
ing” for the man whose concern is only 
to vet hold of money, and who is entirely 
willing to let the lender do all the worry- 
ing about the repayment of it. It would 
undouhtedly also facilitate matters for 
many honest, industrious peonle whose in- 
tentions to repay are unquestionable but 
who do not happen to have the knack of 
mating money make money. 

The difficulty is that no one has yet 
worked out a scheme by which borrowers 
can be accommodated in this free and 
easy manner without the public havine to 
make good the loans advanced to those 
who cannot repay and to those who will 
not repay. Germany tried one species of 
“nationalized credit” in the post-war 


y years, with results which are both well- 


known and likely to be remembered. 


Practical Trade Proposals 

The convention endorsed the proposal 
that an adequate organization should be 
built up in Japan and China looking to 
the extension of trade in those countries, 
and that attention should be given to the 
possibility of increasing the sale of Cana- 
dian products in China by making a com- 
mercial loan to that country. 

With this the public w'll be heartily in 
agreement, since it does not call for the 
making of such a loan, but only for in- 
vestigation as to the probable results. 
Russia and the United States are both 
planning the commercial invasion of 
China, by vastly different methods. Can- 
ada, which is advantageously situated, 
should be equally alive to the opportuni- 
ties in that market and equally active in 
measures to find buyers there. 

On the same general subject of trade, 
the delegates urged the Dominion Govern- 
ment to call a conference of packers and 
others interested in the livestock indus- 
try, in hope that an arranvement can be 
made whereby regular minimum monthly 
shipments of stock and dairy products will 
be sent to the British market. 

It is clear enough that if Canada is to 
do business in these lines in any large 
way in the market of Britain there will 
have to be a constancy of supnly that has 
been lacking in past years. British deal- 
ers complain that their efforts to secure 
buyers of these Canadian products have 
been hampered by failure on this side to 
meet the erowing demand of customers 
with recular shipments. 

Canada cannot hope to gain and hold 
a large trade in bacon, butter or any other 
commodity, in Britain or anywhere else, 
unless those who retail these products can 
hand them out regularlv when their cus- 
tomers ask for them. The pronosed con- 
ference would be a practical effort to put 
the British dealer in position to build up 
a market which he has insistently de- 
clared he cannot build up on the basis of 
intermittent shipments.

ST. LAWRENCE POWER

THE WEEK’S MENUS 


Dr. McCoy’s menus suggested for the week be- 
ginning Sunday, January 25th: 

Sunday: Breakfast—Eight-ounce glass of orange 
juice before breakfast; two coddled eggs, Melba toast. 
Lunch—-Buttered whole wheat noodles, spinach, cel- 
ery and ripe olives. Dinner—Baked chicken or rab- 
bit; string beans, beets, head lettuce, peanut butter 
dressing, ice cream, 

Monday: Breakfast—Crisp waffle, butter and 
maple syrup, stewed raisins. Lunch—Pint of butter- 
milk, 10 or 12 dates. Dinner—Vegetable soup, roast 
beef, baked grated carrots and beets; ‘artichoke salad; 
Jello with whipped cream, 

‘Tuesday: Breakfast—Poached egg on Melba toast, 
stewed raisins. Lunech—Lima beans, cooked mustard 
or turnip greens; salad of sliced beets on lettuce. 
Dinner—Leg of mutton, parcnips, asparagus, salad of 
chopped raw cabbage, prune whip. 

Wednesday: Breakfast—Whole wheat muffins 
with peanut butter, stewed figs. Lunch—Buttered 
oyster plant, salad of diced vegetables in gelatin. 
Dinner—Tomato and celery soup, broiled steak with 
mushrooms, string beans, cooked lettuce; sliced pine- 
apple, 

Thursday: Breakfast—French omelet, crisp bacon, 
Melba toast, apple sauce. Lunch—Potatoes, cooked 
greens, salad of grated raw beets and turnips. Din- 
ner—Roast veal, Melba toast dress.ng, baked egg 
plant, spinach; baked pears. 

Friday: Breakfast—Cottage cheese, Melba toast, 
dish of berries (canned without sugar). Lunch— 
Baked squash; cooked celery root, salad of endive and 
lettuce. Dinner—Broiled fillet of sole, asparagus, 
small green pear, sliced tomatoes; Jello or Jeli-weii, 
no cream. 

Saturday: Breakfast—Coddled eggs, whole wheat 
muffins with sweet butter, Lunch—Glass of grape- 
juice, Dinner—Vegetable soup, boiled lean beef, car- 
rots and turnips, salad of sliced cucumbers, peach 
whip. 

“Artichoke Salad: Place a thick slice of tomato 
on lettuce leaves, then half of an artichoke (canned). 
Depress the artichoke with the back of a large spoon 
sufficienUy to hold the desired amouna of cold diced 
chicken, pre.umably left over from Sunday. Any 
other cold meat may be used, or omitted entirely, us- 
ing a dressing of olive of] or peanut butter thinned 
with a little milk, 

NOTE: When potatoes are boiled with their jac- 
kets on they should be washed and a narrow band 
of skin cut from the centers, This tends to let the 
steam escape more rapidly after being cooked, and 
renders the potato more mealy and palatable. It also 
makes it easier to remove the skin at table. Potatoes 
in water are palatable for several hours if kept hot 
uncovered on the back of the stove.

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Famous Mad Folk

George III, who reigned over England for 60 years, 
was the victim of mental disease on five occasions; 
first in 1765 when he was only 27; again in 1788; a 
th'rd time in 1801; a fourth in 1804, and finally, in 
1810 

The first four attacks did not last long but the 
fifth continued until his death in 1820, when he was 
82. It came not long before the war of 1812 between 
England and the United States. It was largely pre- 
cipitated by the death of his daughter, the Princess 
Amelia ' 

The particulars of the king's first attack in 1765 
Were concealed by his family. He recovered {n a few 
weeks. Toward the end of October, 1788, he returned 
from a long ride to burst into tears and exclaim, “I 
wish to God I might die, for I am going to be mad 
again.” On November 4 he had an attack at table 
and had to be put in charge of attendants. He raved 
and gestured wildly and made a noise that sounded 
like the barking of a dog. 

A period of calm followed. He talked of religion 
and of being inspired. A day or so later he was vio- 
lent again, and, it is said, tried to jump from an up- 
per window He chased Miss Burney. who was in the 
queen's personal service, through the gardens, caught 
her and kissed her By February he was well again, 
and on making a tour of inspection of a new poor- 
house expressed satisfaction that such excellent quar- 
ters had been provided as those rooms set aside for 
lunatics. 

One of his physicians was the Rev. Dr. Francis 
Willis, who had been educated for the clergy, but took 
his M.D. degree, too, anti was fond of treating the 
physically sick as well as those spiritually so. He had 
made a study of insanity. 

That George's wit was not dulled by his mental 
condition is shown by an exchange between hm and 
Dr. Willis. When the latter entered the king's room 
George asked him if he, a clergyman, was not asham- 
ed of himself for exercising such a profession as that 
which had now brought h:m to court. 

“Sir,” said Willis, “our Savior h'mself went about 
healing the sick.” 

“Yes,” answered George III, “but he had not 700 
pounds a year for it.” 

George's attacks did not vary greatly in character. 
That he became insane surprised his contemporaries, 
for his life was a model of propriety, his health in 
other ways was good and he had never indulged him- 
self. He ate sparingly and took plenty of exercise in 
the open. In 1811 it was necessary to relieve him of 
all connection with the government and the Prince 
of Wales became regent.

,cabin on the North Pine river, in the 
northeastern section of the province, 
approximately two hundred miles | 
northeast of Prince George, where a 
double murder was commited, to the 
city of Winnipeg, through the four 
western provinces, British Columbia 
police Thursday made an arrest in the 
Babchuck murder mystery Mike 
Sowry, a workman on a road gang at 
Hythe, Alberta, where he was located 
|by A. P. P. officers, was taken into 
custody by Inspec'or W. E. Spiller and 
Sergeant MacBrain, and will face a 
formal charge of complicity in the 
slaying of Joseph Babchuck and his 


.LA., H. lL, McKee, George Buch- 
anan, and George Stapbs, of the 
C.P.R. freight department here. 

P, MANNING HONORED 

Percy Manning was elected as pres!- 
dent of the association for the ensuing 
year. 

In continuing his address, Mr, 
Sweeting declared that the country 
was in a period of stabilization at 
present, and that there was no rea- 
son for people to become unduly 
alarmed over the present condition of 
business. “Courage is the keynote of 
the Canadian people. It is our duty 
to make this nation one of agricul- 
turists and industrialists,” he affirmed, 

Tracing the history of Canada since 
50 years ago, Mr. Sweeting averred 
the progress made by the Canadian 
people during that period was phen- 
omenal, and that her position tn the 
Empire today, having as she has, only 
9,000,000 people, was a credit to the 
nation when the Dominion was con- 
tending with older and more densely 
populated countries. 

Dealing with Edmonton's industrial 
possibilities, the speaker said that care 
rhould be taken in the building up of 
the north eountry to which Edmon- 
ton ig the gateway. “You have every 
opportunity of becoming one of the 
‘argest cities in the wes’, and with 
such boundless resources at its dis- 
posal there is no reason why the city

MINISTER OF 
EDUCATIONS 
APPEAL LOSER| 


Quarter Section of Land 
Restored to Man From 
Whom it Was Taken 


By a unanimous decision of the 
appellate division of the supreme 
court of Alberta the appeal of plain- 
tiff in the action The School Act 
and John Ballas vs. the Minister of 
Education has been allowed and an 
order vesting title to specified acres | 
of land on a quarter section in the | 
Willow Range School District is set | 
aside, 

The judgment was written by Chief | 
Justice Horace Harvey and is con- 
curred in by other judges of the 
court, 

A significant feature of the judg- 
ment is that it is the last one on| 
which Mr, Justice Hyndman’s signa- 
ture will appear, as he hes resigned 
from the appeal court to become head 
of the pensions appeal court at Ottawa | 
and it is probably the last case of its 
kind that will take place in Alberta 
courts, as lands of this nature have 
now been transferred to provincial do- 
main by terms of the natural re- 
sources agreements, 

BACK TO 1913 | 

The history of the case goes back | 
to 1913 when the Willow ,Range | 
School District was established and) 
became registered owner of two acres 
of land, part of one of the sections 
reserved under the Dominion Lands 
Act for school purposes. In 1927 the 
balance of the quarter section was 
sold by auction to the appellant Bal- 
las, By terms of the Dominion Lands 
Act, payments can be spread over 10 
years, but by Section 41 it is provided 
that a receipt for a payment entitles 
the purchaser to possession and use 
of the land to the exclusion of every- 
one else 

In 1929 the School District found it 
necessary to increase the accommoda- 
tion of the school house by the ad- 
dition of another room, and decided 
to increase the area of the schoo] sile 
by an additional two acres. 

The Minister of Education approved 
but a satisfactory price could not be 
arranged with Ballas and the depart- 
ment of the interior at Ottawa de- 
cined to withdraw the portion re- 
quired from the sale to him but in- 
timated that it would take no excep- 
tion to the Minister of Education tak- 
ing expropriation proceedings. ‘The 
Minister thereupon executed a transfer 
of the lands, had it presented to a 
Judge without notice to Ballas, and 
on the Minister's application the judge 
made an order vesting the land jin the 
School District. 

STILL WITH CROWN 

“Up to the present as far as the 
records of the Land Tit‘es Office show | 
the land is still vested in the Crown,” | 
writes the Chief Justice, “but it ts 
stated that the order was sent to the | 
interior department which advised 
some time ago that letiers patent had 
issued granting the land to the school 
district, but before that was done and 
apparently again without any notice 
to Ballas that his land was being 
taken, the school district went on the| 
‘and and assumed ownership by dig- 
ging a well. Ballas filled it up and an 
action was brought against him in 
the district court and judgment given 


of the vesting order, This also was 
before the letters patent, and whether | 
Ballas learned of the existence of the 
vesting order before the trial does noi 
appear.”

Edmonton's 1931 paving and street 
railway track reconstruction program 
will involve the expenditure of $406,- 
000, according to a tentative schedule 
prepared at a conference between 
Commissioner David Mitchell, W. J. 
Cunningham, power and street rail- 
wey superintendent, and A. W. Had- 
dow, city engineer, Friday morning 
It was emphasized by the commis- 
sioner that the schedule was tentative 
and was subject to the approval of 
the city council. 

Following are the items of the pro- 
gram: 

Paving and street railway track re- 
construction—on 95 street from 111 
avenue to 114 avenue; on 118 avenue 
from #95 street to 88 street; on Jasper 
avenue from 95 street to 97 street; 
on 101 street from 105 avenue to 107 
avenue; On 124 street from Jasper ave- 
nué to 102 street. 

Paving only—on the Calgary trail 
from 76 avenue to the city Hmits; on 
109 street from Jasper avenue to 107 
avenue; lane north of Jasper avenue 
from 104 street to 105 street; land 
north of 102 avenue from 100 street 
to 100A street. 

The city’s share of this large pro- 
gram will be $172,000 and only this; 
sum will directly affect the tax rate. 
The street railway will be $202,000 and 
the property share, to be paid by the 
owners of property abutting on the 
new paving, will be $32,000. 

It is planned to submit the schedule 
to council next Monday night and the 
work will get under way as early as 
possible in the spring.
